The Comiug Struggle. 

At the day oi Election draws noar> 
the excitement amongat oil classes 
runs high, there are but vory few who 
do not feel a strong interest in tho 
present contest for tho city, offioiala 
who are loth to see any change in a 
system of Government, which suits 
them admirably, are bestirring them- 
selves with an activity worthy of a 
better oanse; if somo few of them 
could be indnoed to put half tho 
energy into the work whioh thoy are 
paid to perform, what a saving thero 
woold bo to the Colony, but after all 
we must not oxpeot too much from 
■weak human nature, there aro vory 
few men who do not like to draw as 
much pay as possiblo for doing as 
little work as possible. Wo can hard- 
ly look for better things from our 
Heads of Departments until the sys~ 

the popular oause un'il they find that 
the people really havo tho mastory; 
when this time arrives, tbat is to say, 
when wo havo real Representative 
Government, doubtloss we shall find 
many of our officials useful aud oncr- 
gelic men oi business. When the 
Heads of some of tho Departments 
depend upon the confidence cf tho 
people for their plaoeB, they will on a 
sudden, awake to the necessity of con- 
sidering the wants of the people ; 
what energy will there be displayed 
in surveying country lands, laying out 
roads and repairiug and building 
bridges, when the office of Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works ceases 
to be a permanent Bineouro. How 
much care and economy shall wo find 
in the preparation of the budget, 
when upon its passing bangs the fa to 
of a Ministry. When these changes 
come upon us there will be no sneer- 
ing at the working dress of the voters, 
the era of kid gloves and dainty boots 
will then be no more. We aro how- 
ever anticipating a little, for tho 
people have a strugglo before them, of 
which the present contest is but the 
beginning; they have skilled tactici- 
ans united against them, men who 
have enjoyed tho sweets of office too 
long to give them up easily, and who 
are so well practised in manoeuvres 
that they will be most difficult to over- 
come. It is perfectly plain that the 
official part of the Counoil were well

Qonncil ibo 
member from whom they had tho 
most to fear- "Only let us koep ou t 
Mr DeCosmos," say tbo ofBHals, "and 
we havo another few yeirs power;" 
this is really tho issuo beforo tbo 
people of Victoria, to-morrow they 
will be oallod upon to docido whother 
they will havo for their members, tried 
advocateB of Reform, or thoso who 
have the support of tho wholo oflidul 
element; the ia«ue is with tho people, 
and it is their own fault if thoy allow 
Government iuflueuco to win tho first 
move.

I come forward 
as aa opponent of CoDledeiation, and I am 
also opposed to tho present system of Guv* 
eminent and to tbe Convention at Yale. Mr 
Drake ooncluded by expressing himself in 
favor ol Reciprocity ' in oil, coal and lum- 
ber, but not in agricultural produce. Mr De 
Cosmos bad no sucb stake ia the country 
as he had himself, be had given hostnges to 
society iu the shape of children, whilst Mr 
DeCosmos was but a bachelor, a waif uud 
siray upon tbe political horizon, lie denied 
that ho was a party to any unholy alliance, 
tbe audience might just as well be charged 
wiih being members of such au alliance as 
himself.

[Sen- 
sation, hisses from some parts cf the body oi 
tbe theatre, and vocilerout cheers from the 
platlorm | Mr DsCosraos was there to at- 
tack me, and ihere was an inierlopor Irom 
ihe Colonist wb'o has boon writiog crticleH 
in favor of Confederation, and now tells yru 
rnat Confederation is dead and buiied. Di 
E'.j well says of me that I am kind, good 
amiable, upright and honest in my private 
character ; gentlemen, I wish bo would let 
my private character alone, ailbou.'h I do 
consider that a man's private character \* his 
best passport to public life. Dr Helmcken 
cut 81 ihe proceedings of the Convention at 
YMe, a', considerable length, and drew down 
applause by accusing Mr DeCosmua of at- 
tempt Dg to sail the Colony at 80 dents per 
bead. I am accused, said he, ol not support 
ing Retrenchment or uny obang of Gov~ 
eminent and also of being a mem 
b.?r ol an uoboly alliance, but this wa* by 
au interloper who came lo solicit the votes 
of the electors of the district. During the 
whole of rny career at New Westminster I 
advocated a change of Government and Re- 
trenchment, Is Mr DeCosmos to lay down 
,in issue? I say that Confederation is the 
issue — you are tho jn 'ges. Dr Helmcken 
proceeded lo quote, from ihe journals of the 
Council to prove tbat both ho and Mr Do 
Cosmos had voted lor Retrenchment and 
ehatigo in the Government; he explained 
thai before tba capital question was fettled , 
lie did not think it sale lo advocate extreme 
reduction of salaries, ho showed that Mr De 
Cosmos and himself, in tbeir ellorts for Re- 
trenchment and change of Government, had 
been opposed by Messrs Robson and Barnard 
members of the Yale Convention. The 
speaker concluded by denying tbat the Hud- 
son Bay Company had over iufluoncod bis 
polotics in anyway, and deuounood the re- 
port of his having sojd his boo! lo the Hud- 
son Bay Company, as utterly lalsu.

Europe. 

London, Oct. 25— There is good 
reusou to bolieve tho following is the Bub- 
itutice of the protocol which has been 
agreed to by Johnson and Lord Stanley 
for the Bettluinent of the Alabama dis* 
pute; a mixed commission consisting of 
eight persons appointed by Grout Britain, 
and eight appointed by the United States 
to sit in London and examine every claim 
presented, whether EJuglisb or American; 
each caso to be signed by the claimant 
cither in person or by consent ; tho com- 
mission will tn alio a final award; the 
question of international is to bo referred 
to tho arbitration of the Emperor of Rus- 
sia, tho protocol with tbo approval of 
Secretary Seward. Great Dritain, 
Franco and Iltily havo recognized tbe 
present revolutionary movement of Spain. 

Madrid, Oct. 2(3— It is reported that 
Cauda (.bunds) iu Alicante have proclaim 
od a Federal republic. 

Disturbances bavo broken out in Mal- 
aga, and Grunada; troops bavo boon 
sent to the latter pluee. 

Fluiie.nck, Oct. 2 r o — A lino of steamers 
between somo Ituliau port and JNew 
York is projected to accommodate the 
increasing fruit trade. 

London, Oct. 20 — Gladstone has con- 
cluded his personal canvass in South 
Luucashire. It is believed tho ministry 
will only retire before a large liberal 
majority in tho next House of Commons. 

Tbe Swedish Polar Expedition has 
roturued, after penetrating to tho 82ud 
degree of north latitude. 

Paris, Oct. 2G— Alotterof the 12th 
nays General Prim addressed a letter to 
tho Paris Journal de Qaulis thanking it 
for tho sympathy it has shown for tho 
popular movement in Spain. Tho Gener- 
nl expressed astonishment at th impati- 
ence of that portion of tho French press 
which considers that Spain is not g3tting 
to her work fast enough. Ho adJs, eight 
daysare sufficient to overthrow a dynasty 
300 years old and to establish a new 
government; wo shall not delay now to 
consolidate our position through a consti 
tueut assembly, on the basis of our pro- 
grammo which is known to you; wo shall 
then have succeeded in attaining the 
political idea contemporary iu Spain, 
namely, a real constitutional Monarchy 
founded upon the most extended and 
liberal basis, compatible with that kind of 
government. 

Eastern States. 

Washington, Oct. 20 — A new trealy 
of perpetual pence and friandship bus 
been concluded between Madagascar and 
tho United States, securing religious 
liberty and (roe commerce to Aneriea. 

New Orleans, Oct. 26 — The city to- 
day bus been filled with exciting rumors 
of trouble in St Bernard parish, adjoining 
Xew Orleans. A difficulty occurred 
yesterday on tho occasion of a public 
display by two Democratic clubs, in which 
one white man was murdered and two 
negroes killed ; nt night the negroes 
paraded in a body to the house of a 
Spanish bunker and killed li m ; his son 
and sister in-law, afterwards sot fire to 
the house which wits burned to the 
ground, his wife escaped with her child 
iu her arms. Two other houses ate re- 
ported burned; many white inhabitants 
of tho parish deserted their houses nod 
fled to this city; General Buchanan 
ordered a company of infantry to march 
down tho river; later in the day ho des- 
patched another company, instructing the 
officers in chargo to arrest all tho ring- 
leaders.

Yeatarilfiiy > .ft..<i«jip?iclj. i>ioje to tbe papers 
lo the effect that Mr Seward and Mr Thorn- 
ton, the British Minister, are airuutpug the 
details of a new lluoiprooity Treaty with 
uauuda, to oo iaiu before Congress at its 
next session, and I leurn to-day tbat lion 
Mr Roae, Minister of Finance of tbe Domin- 
ion, will prccoBti saon to Washington to at- 
tend upon the deliberations of ihe platexmen, 
and guard Ibe interests of tbe Canadians. 
There is oo doubt the Amerioao Uoverutnont 
is heartily aick of its prohibitive policy, so 
lar, at least, as it applies to Canada, and 
that the interests of its border and New 
England Stales domand that the treaty ol 
reciprocal trade (hall be renewed. While 
passing through New England and tbe 
northern portion of New York I did not (ail 
lo observe how thoroughly the people, ate 
impressed with the idea that reciprocity wiih 
their neighbors is necessary to tbeir expan- 
sion and pro-perity, and bow ready they are 
io promise assistance to either political party 
that will pledgo iisall to urte upon Govern- 
ment the passage of a measure somewhat 
similar to that formerly in force. Some 
weeks ago I wrote you from Now York tbat 
a bill providing for the renewal of tho treaty 
had been brought before Congress. This 
measure however did not include lumber or 
coal, among tho list of articles exempted 
from duly, iho duties on which were to con- 
tinue. The bill tberulore satisfied the p uple 
on neither side of ibo line. In proposing to 
shut out lumber and ooal it aimed a blow at 
two of the etuplo productions of tbe Domin- 
ion, which tho old treaty admitted free of 
duty, and lorced Iho eastern oonnumer, who 
could do without neither, to pay a heavy tax 
upon all be required. This bill also provided 
ihat the maritime province when admitted 
to the Confedetuoy, should be included in 
tho arrangement, but was silent as regarded 
B.itisb Columbia. I believe I then pointed 
out that with ut the prospect of reciprocity 
Confederation would be a bolluw thing ; and 
ihat were I satisfied that in thu uvsrit of our 
joining the anion, ull tho privileges eojoyea 
by the rest of iho Provincei would not be 
extended to our seoiion, Union would bo di- 
vested of its uharm. Tne bill full through 
uud I am assured now, on high uuthonty, 
that tbo ioti'reals ol UritiBh Columbia will 
ne duly t^uarotd by Mr Rose, and that tbe 
American Government, in its anxiety to ae- 
oure our rich Colony, will not be allowed to 
make lisb of one section and lowl ol auolher. 
The immense advantage that would accrue 
to tho Colony by ibe admission of oar coul 
and lumber to American markets tsould 
more '.ban counterbalance the imaginary dis- 
advantages thai would result fro-- ihe ad- 
mission ol American produce to our Colony 
Iroo tf charge; I say 'imaginary disadvun- 
ago.' fcr no proof has ever besn adduced lo 
satisfy mo ihat ibe American luuner will be 
able to transport bis produce to Briii-b 
Columbia and sell it far loss than our far- 
mers can supply ue ; or Ihat, should he drive 
us from our own market, wo would not ba 
ubundanily able to return the compliment 
and undersell him in bis market. 

You will bear of a dark and lowering 
political sky in the direction ol Nova Sco- 
tia ; but tho clouds will soon break and the 
atrnosDtieru become clear. The resolutions 
lately passed by tho Legislature ol tbat 
Provinco nro buncooio. Joe Howe, tba 
great origiual repealer, a day or two ago, 
issued his manifesto to I is followers, coun- 
selling moderation and tbe adoption of none 
but constitutional means in their effjrts lo 
bring about a repeal. This loiter was writ- 
ten because soma of the mora violent re- 
pealers udvocatod a resort to a 'peaceably if 
wo can, forcibly if we must,' policy, which 
Howe discountenances and diiavowa. Ilowa 
in tho coocentraiod body and brains of the 
whole Anti-Union movement, and it is uol 
probable that any very considerable number 
of those who swear by him will venture lo ex- 
oel their chief in radicalism. The truth is. the 
repeal agitation is vntually at an end Tbe day 
of tbe commencement of the Intercolonial rail- 
way, which is to bring Halifax three days 
nearer the maikets of Kuropo and China 
than N.'W York will dawn upon the last ol 
the repealers, and hand.in-band wiih its 
BHter provinces, Nova ricotio, will prosa on 
to a great and glorioua future. Sir John A 
M icdi.uald and several of his Ministers, 
who lately had an intorvtow with Mr Howe 
and other loadiug moo of tbo repeal party 



ut Halifax, have returned to this city much 
elated by tbe flatteries results of their visit. 
The whole matter in dispute was talked over 
calmly and dispassionately, and Air Howe 
aisured Sir John that Ihe opposition should 
ba of a constitutional oharaeter. But let us 
see what thin 'Coustiiuiional opposition' 
amounts to: Sir Iioiindell Palmer, to whom 
the question was referred by a delegation of 
ibe Repealers while in England giveB it as 
bis opinion that there is no limit to the 
power which the Imperial Government holds 
over a colony constituted as Nova Scotia teas 
btjore the Union. Afier this deoision, even 
tho repealers will hardly discover where tbe 
constitutional rights of Nova Scotia wire in- 
vaded by Iho Act of Union, even supposing 
it not to bavo received the ratification ol 
the people of Nova Sooiia. It is stated 
here that tbe project of uuiting Lake Hu- 
ron and Lake Ontario by means of u ehip 
oanal bids fair to bo a reality. Able 
engineers have decided that tho work is 
feasible, and that it will not cost more 
than S40.000.000, It is proposed lo raise 
half of Ibis sum in Ihe United States, anu 
half in England — the louiu lo be soouted 
by a granc ol 10 000,0'JU acres of lund by. 
the Canadian Government. Mr Frederick 
Capreol, of Toronto, bus undertaken tbe 
fiuanciul management of ihe enterprise 
Some time ago he succeeded in obtaining 
guarantees Irom American oapiiulUls that 
they would furnish 820,000,000 il tbe balance 
should be subscribed in Europo und the 
laud grant secured. For eovorul mouths ho 
has been in England, and it is suid that his 
prospects of nuccess in securing the other 
»20',bO(J,OoO "are" " Very '"satisfaoiory. When 
tbat is secured it will ouly be necessary to 
ohtain the land grant before wurk can he 
commenced. The proposed canal is lo ex- 
lend from Collingwood to Toronto, between 
which points there is already a line ol rail- 
way iu successful operation throughout a 
Icitile and growing country. 

It may be as well to stato here tbat the 
visit of Mr James Mo Henry, who is well 
known for his connection with the Atlantic 
and Ureut Western Railroad, Mr Laing, a 
member of Parliament and u groat finan- 
cier and railroad man; Sir William HubsoII 
and other gentlemen distinguished in tho 
fiuanciai world and for their connection 
wiih grand enterprises, who are now on 
their way to Ibis country, has peculiar sig- 
nificance. Mr M. Henry's reputation was 
not in any respect damaged by iho failure ol 
Poto and Beits — it having been shown tbat 
the responsibility rested with Sir Morton 
Peto. Mr Mc Henry has been received back 
into fiuanciai oiroles, and represents many 
uilliona of capital already invested in the 
railway* of the United Slates or awaiting 
investment Bhould lavorable opportunities be 
prosentedi The projeet lo be ptesonted by 
Mr McUeory and his associates I behove, is 
to effect a union of all the lines in Canada 
and the United St.11.es, and place all in a 
state of working efficiency. Many of the 
lines have lest and uro losing heuvily; but it 
is believed tbat by judicious management 
and security against vigorous opposition, 
tbe working expeuses may be reduced and 
liberal profits assured, whilo the public will 
be better secured at lower rates than now 
prevail. Tho project ia a grand one, and 
its conception is in keeping with the pro- 
gressive spirit of thu age. 

I understand that the construction of a 
central railway will be shortly eoinmenced 
at this point. Neatly al| tbe Canadian roads 
are built along tbe river bank and lake shore. 
This new road is intended to open up the 
inierior of the Colony and bring into de- 
mand the rich and fertile land of central 
Canada, which has too long luin neglected 
for want of communication with tbo great 
markets of tho country. 

I Bud the following in the Cleveland Her- 
ald : ''A lew dnys ago, as an express train 
on tbe Cleveland, Columbus und Ciiicinnail 
Railroad was entering Wellington, tbe en- 
gineer. William Warner, observed a woman 
stooping beside the rail, uud supposed abe 
was picking something up To his astonish- 
ment she remained in that position until tbe 
engine came near enough fcr niui to sea that 
she was pulling ut her cluUiiog, a portion ol 
which bad beeomo fastened to ihe rail as 
sho crossed tbo road. He wnUlled down 
breaks, reversed the engine, sbut bis oyes, 
and passed tbe Hpol wiih every hair ol his 
bead standing on und. The woman scream- 
ed, swooned au l fell over, away Irom thu 
engine, and its ponderous wheels severed the 
lio that bound her to the truck — the lower 
springs of her hoop skirl." Three days a^o 
I wituossed an accident similar in its cause 
but more terrible in its results at Preseott, 54 
milcn below hero A train was being slowly 
backed (rum tbe depot, preparatory to starling 
on iis journey. A young man mimed Ben- 
nott, pluced his hand on the iron railway of 
tbe end car, and was aboul to lean upon Ihe 
pluiform, when his foot caught in a seoiion 
of ibe truck where two lines cross each other 
and lorm an X. Before be cculd extricate 
his foot or draw oil' his boot Ihe ponderous 
vehicle bore domi upon him like a greai 
Car of Juggernaut, uttering u wild cry uf dis- 
tress he was drawn under the great iron 
wh»els and in a trice he was left a crushel 
and mangled mass on the rails. He was 
railed quietly and conveyed into the waiting 
room, where, I altnrwards heard, a leg anO 
an arm wero u'mputaied uud it was ascer- 
tained ho had sustained other inguiiesofa 
fearful nature. Tho feelings of iho bystanders 
who saw the accident, ;'et were poworlesa to 
save Ihe poor lellow were most painlul.
